They are unwilling to 
bear part of the burden of expense in- 
curred in sending a delegate, tmd'conse- 
quently desire immunity from the ie- 
spousibility of the legislation of the 
delegates to the conventions.chosen, by 
their respective unions. 


Wu entertain the earnest hope that 


tho Cincinnati convention -will prove a 
new departure, and that all unions 
vrhich can benr the financial burden, or 
can make even the temporary sacrifice, 
will bo represented. Certainly tha'cdn- 
ditious of the wage earners of our conn- 
try are such as should prompt us to de' 
vise the best ways aud means by which 
they may become the larger sharers in 
the product of their labor.

Blubbed, was visiting friends.

of the house, he was called out Into the 
hallway, ti.nd before a word was spoken 
he uas ;;tabljed twice In the left breast 
by a man, who, al'tcr doing the slabbing, 
ran down stairs and made his escape. 
This man was Hubaecjucritly learned to 
be IjUigl Catalone, a laborer. 


The unfortunate man wag found lying 


In his own blood In the hallw&y a short 
time afttr he was slabbed. He was re- 
moved In a:i ambulance to at. Vincent's 
hospital, where It was said that the In- 
juries would probably prove to be fatal. 


The injured man Is a barber. He was 


Invited to spend Christmas eve M'llh 
frlf nds named Julius Naebone, Salvatore 
Galllne and Slnvjoni C. Calaslare. All 
of these men are laborers. 


Zanont went tu the house at about 11 


o'clock, and friends sat talking- until 
aKur midnight, when some one suggested 
that they go clown stairs and have a 
drink. They all went down Into the 
saloon, where all had something to drink 
except Zanone. Then all ut the men 
went upstairs afe'aln, and about a half 
an hour la.ter a knock car.ie ai the door. 
An Italian said that he war.ted to set 
Zanone. As the latter stepped into the 
hallway he was stabbed twice In the left 
breast with a stiletto, near the region of 
the heart. 


Capttln Thompson detailed his de- 


tectives on the case, and i-t was dis- 
covered that the name of the man who 
l',L:d clone the stabbing was Catalone. 
He came- to this country from Italy about 
tv.-o months ago, and It Is believed that 
his mission here was to kill Zanone. 
They are of the Impression that Zanone's 
actions have been watched by Catalone 
since the lutter's arrival In this country, 
and that he was awaiting only the op- 
portunity to kill him. This is only con- 
jecture on tt;<? part of the police,.but they 
say that ih?y k-arned that yesterday 
morning was the first lime Calalone was 
ever in the house In which the stabbing 
took place. .

closi upon the successful operation of 
early morning cars old employes of ths 
road applied for reinstatement in such. 
:rj-ge numbers that regular trips of 
electrics on aJl lines were resumed, and 
.ccommoditlims £or the traveling pub- 
lic were ample lonff before noon. 
| 


As the hours passed the number of j 


cars in commission steadily increased, 
and so quiet \vere matters that few peo- 
ple from observation would have known 
of Thursday's tie-up. The West End 
management, true to its .ultimatum, re- 
engaged such, of their old employes us 
they desired, but declined the services 
of those prominently identified with the 
strike. From the road's standpoint not 
a man was discharged on account of the 
strike, as It had no men whom It recog- 
nized as strikers. 
; 


Opinion differs as to whether the 


strained relations between the West End 
company and the men is over. Labor 
men think that the prospects o-f a gen- 
eral strike more far-reaching than 
Thursday's tie-up la impending. There 
is a general feeling- In labor circles that 
meetings of all branches of organized 
labor In Boston and the suburbs touched 
by the West End system will be im- 
mediately coJled. to take cognizance o£ 
the antagonism of the West End road 
to unionism. Out of this little appears 
on the surface, as holiday enjoyment 
has outweighed almost everything else. 


The first olHcia.1 act of the West End 


road management yesterday morning 
was to-discharge 50 conductors 
and 


motormen of division 6-(Charlestown). 
President Young of the Conductors, 
Motormen and Drivers' union headed 
the list. More than 100 discharges were 
also made on division 2 (Lenox street 
line), and it is said that a black list has 
been prepared by the company, which 
contains the name of every employe of 
the company who actively participated 
In the strike. 


President Young says that the strike 


Is off as far as the supreme council of 
the union Is concerned. He admits that 
some of the men, havlhs once disre- 
garded the action-of the conference com- 
mittee, may Ignore the ultimatum of the 
supreme council and Inaugnrate an- 
other strike. 


It Is generally thought among the con- 


ductors and motormen that th action of 
the supreme council means that the man- 
agers liave until Dec. 30 to sign the agree- 
ment submitted by he men, recognizing 
them as a union Instead of individuals, 
if the company refuses to do this an- 
other strike may be ordered. 


The more radical of the men Bay that 


toth the supreme council and the con- 
ference committee have failed to repre- 
sent the sentiments of the union. Divi- 
sions 6 and 2 men are especially emphatic 
In this assertion. One of the latter said 
last night that If the company refused 
to recognize its conductors and motor- 
men as a union, and the present council 
did not order a strike, the resignation of 
the present members would be de- 
manded, and that a new council repre- 
senting the sentiments of the men 
would be Installed. 


The conservative members, however, 


who come close to being a majority, 
urse that to strike now would be the 
heisht of folly. In the event of a strike 
being ordered many of these men would 
refuse to go out 


Yesterday and Thursday the recruit- 


ing office of the West End registered 
about 1000 men who are supposed to be 
competent, besides receiving hundreds 
of applications by mail. 


President Young of the union, in an 


interview, regrets the outcome of the 
strike, sayiiig: 
"The 
public at large 


have but little idea as to the manner in 
which the West End treats its employes. 
We are subjected to all sorts of petty 
annoya-nces. a,nd for trivial accidents are 
made to pay heavy fines. We not only 
Insist that they shall sign this agree- 
ment, but that we shall be recosmlzed as 
a union. The West End has by no means 
Been the end of this matter. The union 
nas right on Its side, and right will even- 
tually triumph over might."

proprlmte Function of the Government. , 
Tho Proposition to Clvo That Power to 
Bankfl IA Preposterous. 


Better thap cither silver certificates, 


silver dollars or national bank notes 
are the government green backs and 
trensnry noins, -which, ever since 1870, 
havo been redeemed, ill gold by tho 
treasury on demand and nre Ibereforo 
eqnivaloDt to goJd for all practical par- 
poses. Yet, scraugo to say, it ia precise- 
ly upon theso very best portions 'of our' 
currency, naxu to gold, that the bitter- 
est attacks are made. The^'ore'1 charged 
with beiiig the solo car.se of our flaan- 
cial tronbles during (ho 'past three 
yenrs, with threatening the stability of 
our entire financial' system and of per- 
petually compelling an' iribreaso of the 
interest benritig government debt.' 


It is noteworthy that all these'attacks 


proceed either from officers of incor- 
porated bunks or from' journalistic aud 
oratorical advocates of the banking in- 
terest, Tvho repent -with 
inonptououe 


iteration thnt the issuing of paper cur- 
rency ia banking and that the govern- 
ment should "get ont of the Banking 
business," meaning that it should cense 
to provide tho nation with paper tokens 
for uso as money. 


As an nignment this talk has no force 


whatever. Banking,- as to its essentials, 
is us old as commerce itself, nnd bonk- 
ing inatilntiocs in Europe existed as 
early as the twelfth century, but the 
issns by banks of circuiting notes -wns 
unknown till the Bank'of Sweden com- 
menced it in IGoS.

The issne of circulating notes, EO fnf 


from boing tha bcsineps o£ banking, is 
a mero unessential adjunct of it, and 
whether it ia or is not banking is of no 
practical importanoe. It is a means of 
furnishing o circulating medium, which, 
like the coining of metal, is a fnnotion 
much moro appropriate to the govern- 
ment than it is to private, individuals 
and corporations. How much better tho 
government can perform it than any 
other agency has beon conspicuously 
demonstrated by onr own experience 
during tbe past 17 yonrg. Pour times 
•within that period tho banks of the 
country, including 
the largest and 


strongest among them, have virtually 
suspended payment, while tho govern- 
ment has'never failed to pay in gold 
•upon demand bvery dollar of ita obliga- 
tions. 


What would have happened if the at- 


tempt had beon made to draw from tho 
banks the millions of gold we have Iqte- 
]y exported to Europe it is fearful to 
contemplate. 
They -would have gone 


down in universal insolvency long be- 
fore they hnd paid out half aa much of 
it as tha government did, and they 
would have carried down with them 
the whole bnsiueaa community.

$300,000,000, nnd Franco Is trying to keep 
ahcnil of all other nations, except Great 
Britain in the strength of lier naviil forces. 
Bussla is shown to be watching both Ger- 
many and Frunce with caution, and in- 
tends having iu a £e\v years a navy that 
can guard her.small coasb Ijjip from al- 
most any attack. Germany's ufe'al budgut 
is iiob so largo as thnt of hor neighbor's, 
but the emperor's rristructlohsthat moro 
attention muK& bo dovotod to tho navy 
than berotnforo will lead to'n naval estab- 
lishment In a few years doublo hur present 
streugth. 
Even China' is ambitious to 


have n big navy, and is now looking 
around to find whore she can have her 
battleships constructed to tha best advan- 
tage. Japan's policy, when carried out, 
will glvohor'n lighting strength on tho 
eons equal if not superior to that of the 
United States at present. 
Spain, bow- 


over, is far behind other European powers 
in tho effectiveness of her navy, and Itiily 
is milking little progress and is -weary oE 
building great battleships.

at an early hour yesterday morning, 
came to an end in fact as the hours of 
Christmas day rolled by. 
Following 


close upon, the successful operation of 
early morning cars old employes of the 
road applied for reinstatement In such, 
large numbers that regular trips of 
electrics on all lines were resumed, and 
accommodations for the traveling pub- 
lic were ample long before noon. 


As the hours passed the number of 


cars In commission steadily Increased, 
and so quiet were matters that few peo- 
ple from observation would ha.ve known 
of Thursda.y'3 tie-up. The West, "End 
management, true to its ultimatum, re- 
engaged such of their old employes as 
they desired, but declined the services 
oE those prominently Identified with the 
strike. From the road's standpoint not 
a man was discharged on account of the 
strike, as It had no men whom it recoe- 
nized aa strikers. 


Opinion differs as to whether the 


Htralned relations between, the "West End 
company and the men Is over. Labor 
men think that the prospects of a gen- 
eral strike more far-reaching than 
Thursday's tie-up Is impending. There 
it; a general feeling In labor circles that 
meetings o. all brajiches of organized 
labor in Boston and the suburbs touched 
by the "West End system will be im- 
mediately; called to take cognizance of 
the antagonism, of the West End road 
to unionism. Out of this little appears 
on the surface, as holiday enjoyment 
has outweighed almost everything; else. 


The first official act of the West End 


road management yesterday morning 
was to discharge 50 conductors and 
motormen. of division 6 (Charlestown). 
President Toung of the 
Conductors, 


JCotormen and Drivers' union headed 
the list. More than 100 discharges were 
also made on division 2 (Lenox street 
line), and it is said that a black list has 
been prepared, by the company, which 
contains the name oC every employe of 
the company who actively participated 
In the strike. 


President Toung says that the strike 


Is off as far as Uie supreme council of 
the union Is concerned. He admits that 
some of the men, having onca disre- 
garded the action of the conference com- 
mittee, may Ignore the ultimatum of the 
supreme council and Inaugurate an- 
other strike. 


It Is generally thought among the con- 


ductors and motormen chat th action of 
the supreme council means chat the man- 
BLgers have until Dec. 30 to sign the agree- 
ment submitted by he men, recognizing 
them as a union instead of individuals, 
if the company refuses to do this an- 
other strike may bo ordered. 


The more radical of the men gay that 


.both the supreme council and the con- 
ference committee have failed to repre- 
sent the sentiments of the union. Divi- 
sions 6 and 2 men are especially emphatic 
in this assertion. One of the latter said 
last night that if the company refused 
to recognize its conductors and motor- 
men as a union, and the present council 
did not order a strite, the resignation of 
tho present members would be de- 
manded, and that a new council repre- 
senting the sentiments of the men 
would be Installed. 


The conservative mem^rs, however, 


who come close to being a majority, 
urce that to strike now would be tlie 
height of fully. In the event of a strike 
being ordered many of these men would 
refuse to go out. 


Yesterday and Thursday the recruit- 


ing- office of tlie West End registered 
about 10CO men who are supposed to be 
competent, besides receiving hundreds 
of applications by mall. 


President Toung o? the union, In an 


interview, regrets the outcome of the 
strike, sayh.g: 
"The public at large 


have but little Idea aa to the manner In 
which the West End treats its employes. 
We are subjected to all sorts of petty 
annoyances, and for trivial accidents are 
made to pay heavy fines. We not only 
Insist that they shall sign this agree- 
ment, but that we shall be recognized as- 
a union. The West End has by no means 
Been the end of this matter. The union 
Jits rltht on its side, and right will even- 
tually triumph over might."

about 6 p. m. Thursday a collision with 
the-schooner Carrie Walker, bound from 
St. John, N. B., to New London, Conn., 
with a cargo of laths. 


According to the captain's«statement 


the "Walker was mistaken for a pilot 
boat, as she burned flare-up lights, so in 
orderjto take the pilot aboard the 
steamer's speed was reduced. 
The 


schooner, however, Instead oi heaving 
to, kept on and crashed Into the Scan- 
dinavian's starboard side near the bow. 
The steamer was comparatively un- 
injured,, but as the schooner appeared 
to be Irt- a sinking condition a boat was 
put off 'to her assistance. The crew of 
seven men of the schooner managed to 
launch their own boat, and save some 
effects, and the two small boats were 
taken aboard without loss 4£ life. 


Captain Starkey of the Walker said 


that a large hole was stove In the 
schooner's bow, and there was every In- 
dication of her'capsizing. When aban- 
doned she was 15 miles "northeast of 
Highland light, and Is-probably at pres- 
ent a serious menace to navigation.
